NANTES, France, Nov. 20.—(#)—- 
Premicr Edouard Herriot and a large 
official party escaped possible death 
at Ingrandes, 15 miles from here, early 
today when the railroad track over 
Which their special train was to pass 
was dynamited, 

Track guards heard two explosions 
and rushed to the scene in time to 
stop the premier’s train and avoid ca- 
tastrophe. 

M. Herriot and his party were on 
their way to Nantes for the celebra- 
tion of the 400th anniversary of the 
union of France and Brittany. 

Unruffled by the incident. the pre- 
mier made his public appearances as 
scheduled.

Police tonight had not established 
responsibility for the crime but Pre- 
mier Hlerriot stated he believed tue 
criminals had international political 
affiliations. 

Rails in both directions at Ingran 
des were blasted. The explosions took 
place more ‘than’an hour before the 
premiers train was due. Police were 
inclined to believe that an erroneous 
schedule of the premier’s train pub 
lished in Nantes newspapers, 
the criminals.

mediately stopped and repair gangs 
were rushed to the scene. The special 
train was stopped some distance away 
and the premier, who was asleep, was 
unaware of the reason for the delay 
until after he bad reached Nantes. 

Vague threats reached official ears 
recently that a train was to be blown 
up. but police investigators tonight 
were baffled by discovery of red warn- 
ing lanterns at considerable distance 
on either side of the break in the 
tracks, 

Premier Herriot received many con- 
gratulations for his escape.

Rev. Leland Moore returns to the 
Macon district as presiding elder for 
the third year and his fifth consecu- 
tive year in the cebinet. He had 
served two years in the Columbus dis- 
trict before going to Macon. 

Speaking of Mr. Moore's appoint- 
ment, the bishop paid tribute to the 
“splendid work which Rev. Moore has 
done,” and said that while it is not 
his custom to hold men in the cabi- 
net longer than four consecutive years, 
circumstances were such that he was 
making an exception. 

A greater number of ministers were 
reassigned to posts this year than 
usual.

No announcement has been made 
by the commission as to the scope 
of its own inquiry in connection with 
the order, but representatives of At- 
lanta, Augusta and Macon are ex- 
pected to take an active part in the 
fight to eliminate the service charge 
and other agencies, including the

Florida, reporting a death in a 
hunting mishap and two in automobile 
crashes, including a university stu- 
dent, led in the number of fatilities. 
Alabama counted two deaths and 
Georgia, Arkansas and North Caro- 
lina, one each. 
The list of deaths by states follows: 
Florida—W, M. Cutler, 39, of Hia- 
leah, was killed by the accidental dis- 
charge of a shotgun. At Gainesville, 
John R. White, of Jacksonville, Flor- 
ida University student, was hurt fa- 
tally as an automobile overturned. At 
Miami, Mrs. Francis A, Eubanks, 29, 
was crushed to death. 
Alabama—Edward Fletcher Hogan, 
2 was killed at his Birmingham home 
as a pistol in the hands of his 4-year- 
old brother discharged. Miss Lois 
Bender, 25, graduate -nurse, was 
killed in the collision of an automo- 
bile and truck near Cullman. 
Georgia— David C, Woods, 86, Con- 
federate veteran, died at his home near 
Statesboro Sunday from injuries suf-

Cut in School Board Also 
To Be Sought Today; 
Mayor Faces Test in 
Veto of Fare Slash. 


Proposals. to reduce council from 
39 to 18 members, wards in Atlanta 
from 13 to 6 and the Atlanta board 
of education from a body of 14 to 5 
will occupy. the spotlight in council 
this afternoon, along with an effort 
of proponesss to override the veto of 
Mayor James lL. Key to-a measure 
asking the public service commission 
to probe local traction rates with a 
view to a downward revision. 


Alderman Ed A. Gilliam, chairman 
of council’s school* committee, will 
offer the reduction resolutions in the 
form of charter revisions. ‘The ward 
and council reduction scheme is the 
same as the one which Mayor Key 
proposed in 1930 and . hich the voters 
of Atlanta approved in the 1930 gen- 
eral election by a vote of about one 
and one-half for to one against. 


The effort to reduce the_ school 
board, and a companion measure to 
make the school department financial- 
ly independent of council or. any other 
body, are the same ones on which a 
special committee from the board 
voted adversely last week. 

Seek Ward Reduction. 

Both Gilliam and Key feel that any 
reduction in the membership of coun- 
cil should be accompanied by a re- 
duction of wards in order to eliminate 
ward politics and to insure citizens of 
Atlanta efficient and economical aid- 
ministration of local governmental af- 
fairs. 

The Key plan calls for division of 
Atlanta ingo half a dozen wards radi- 
ating from the center of the city and 
extending fan-wise outward to the city 
limits. When additional annexations 
are made, additional wards would not 
be necessary, under the plan, but the 


contiguous ward. This would insure 
a permanent council of 18 members— 
two councilmen from each of the six 
wards, and one alderman from each 
of the divisions. The councilmen 
would be named}by the voters of the 
ward from which they are selected and 
the aldermen, as at present, from the 
entire electorate. 

Gilliam’s school board revision plan 
seeks to abolish the present ward rep- 
resentation and select in lieu of ward 
representatives one member from each 
of the quadrants of the city inte 
which the city is divided for number- 
ing purposes. fifth would come 
from any section of the city and would 
be the board president. 

All board members would be efect- 
ed by vote of the entire electorate, and 
would receive a salary of $50 a month

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COUNCILMAN, DIES 


Long Illness Fatal to Pop- 
ular Member of City 
Governing Body. 


Councilman Claude L. Barnwell. of 
the sixth ward and one of the most 
popular and progressive members of 
the Atlanta governing body. died late 
Sunday aftergoon at St. Joseph's in- 
firmary following a protracted illness 
which resulted from an acute attack 
of appendicitis about a year ago. 

Mr. Barnwell was regarded as one 
of the mainstays of the Key adminis- 
tration and the mayor Sinday ex- 
pressed “deep regretgat the loss to the 
city of the services of so valuable a 
man and at my personal loss of a 
staunch friend.” . ‘ 

Elected by council in the spring of 
1930 to succeed former Councilman 
Jack C. Hardy, who resigned, Mr. 
Barnwell was confirmed in the gen- 
eral election held the same year. At 
the time of his death he was a coun- 
cilman-elect from the same ward for 
a three-year term. 

Formerly he served as a member of 
the old police commission, aid was 4 
prominent figure in Atlanta political 
and business circles for many years. 
One of his first jobs here was with 
the Bass Furniture Company, and he 
served there for. many years, being 
promoted to several responsible execu- 
tive positions. ee 

He retired from that organization 
several years ago to. open a gitaxse 
on Forsyth street, across the street 
from The Constitution building. and 
operated it until about 15 months 
ago. when he sold it. Recently he ac- 
quired the Forsyth garage. i» the 
building adjoining the Ansley hotel. 

Mr. Barnwell’s winning personality 
won to him thousands of friends and 
he was very popular in business aud 
political circles. He was strong in his 
convictions and never failed to stand 
staunchly behind his friends. He per- 
formed many acts of charity. 

As chairman of the tax committee 
of council, Mr. Barnwell held one of 
the most responsible assignments in 
the gift of Mayor Key. and so well 
did he acquit himself last year that 
when council was reorganized the first 
part of this year Key left the entire 
committee intact without. making 4 
single change in its personnel. _ 

He also was a member of. the city 
planning commission. and his service 
there won werited praise. He aiso 
served as a member of the powerful 
and responsible city finance commit- 
tee.

Chicagoan Details Veri- 
table Orgy of Crime and 
Claims He Is Insane.

CHICAGO, Nov. 20.—(/)—A youth- 
ful terrorist, James (Iggy) Varecha, 
confessed today, police said, to an orgy 
of crime that embraced at least three 
wanton slayings, a dozen robberies, 
several atiacks upon women and seven 
unprovoked shootings. 

Varecha, a former inmate of a 
Dixon (Ill.) institute for mental de- 


fectives, was arrested yesterday for 
the slaying of Frank Jordan and an 
attack upon Miss Lillian Henry, 20, 
niece of Deputy Police Commissioner 
John Alcock. He admitted those 
crimes, according to authorities, and 
told, in addition, of killing an old man 
and a Mexican during robberies in the 
southwest section of the city. Police 
were checking tonight to determine 
their identities. 

“But I am insane,” he shouted 
after signing the confessions, whicn 
climaxed 14 hours of questioning. 
“You can’t do anything to me.”

Crimes police said Varecha 
fessed included: 

A holdup Angust 31 in the new city 
district in which he and a companion 
kidnaped a girl from her escort ang 
attacked her; the wounding of James 
F. McElligott, who resisted Varecha's 
attempts at robbery while he sat iu 
a ear with Miss Sophia Dobson; the 
shooting of seven Mexicans “because 
they tried to hog the sidewalk.” |

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Mrs. Robins Again Unable 
ToArouse Husband’s Memory

ASHEVILLE, N. C., Nov. 20.—(4) 
For the second time in as many days, 
Colonel Raymond Robins, famous dry 
crusader, peered at his wife out of 
blank eyes today and apparently fail- 
ed to recognize her. 

Not a glimmer of recogntion fol- 
lowed Mrs. Robins’ second visit to a 
hospital where her distinguished hus- 
band, stricken with amnesia, is seek- 
ing to recover his memory under the 
care of specialists, said Mrs. Robins. 

His faee covered with a shaggy 
beard and wearing dirty overalls and 
heavy boots, Colonel Robins — found 
Friday at Whittier. a small village 
almost hidden away in the Great 
Smoky mountains of western North 
Carolina, 

He had been at Whittier virtually 
ever since his sensational disappear- 
ance on September 3, when he sud- 
denly dropped out of sight after start- 
ing to keep an engagement with Presi- 
dent Hoover. 

Today's. meeting between Robins 
and his wife was at gp en Hall, 
a sanitarium to whieh he was trans- 
ferred from Norburn hospital _ this 
morning. Dr. M. A. Griffin, poreirias 
in charge of the case, is chief physi- 
cian at Appalachian Hall. 

Mrs. Robins, who traced _ here by 
train and motor from Florida upon 
learning that her husband had been 
found, smiled bravely when she left 


the sanitarium after a 15-minute visit 
with her husband. 

Aside from Robins’ inability to rec- 
ognize her and remember events 
transpiring before he reached . Whit- 
tier, Mrs. Robins said he appea - well 
and healthy in every way. 

“We had a pleasant, firendly chat, 
but he did not recognize we,’ she 
said. 

“The colonel seems to have bene- 
fited from the rest he has been able 
to receive because of his being pro- 
tected from unwelcome visitors. 

“We spoke together only a few mo- 
ments, but one could see that, aside 
from his inability to recall events be- 
yond the time he reached Whittier, 
he is well and healthy in every way, 
she said. 

Dr, Griffin. who is in complete 
charge of the case, recommended the 
transfer to > Hall, he 
said, because of the greater oppor- 
tunity for activity Robins will hav: 
there. 

Appalachian Hall is surrounded by 
spacious grounds in which patients 
who are well enough may stroll or sit. 
It has specialized for many years in 
treatment of mental disorders.

Japan To Tell League 
That Commission Based 
Findings on Hearsay 
Evidence, Not Facts. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—(4)—A 
plea of self-defense and a denial of 
treaty violation in her action in Man- 
churia are ‘coupled in Japan’s answer 
to the indictments of the Lytton com- 
mission, which she will make to the 
council of the League of Nations at 
Geneva tomorrow. 

The report of the Lytton commis- 


sion, which investigated the Man- 
churian situation, placed responsibil- 
ity for the outbreak on the Japanese 
military element. 
In a summary of the Tokyo gov- 
ernment’s observations as they will be 
outlined before the League, released 
here today by the Japanese embassy, 
the Japanese contend: 
That the activities of the army 
were made necessary by the hostile 
action of the Chinese in various parts 
of Manchuria, which, like China prop- 
er;-iong has ered fronr 
proper organized government. 

Only “Protection.” 
That the preliminary steps taken 
by Japanese soldiers in Manchuria 
were designed only to protect their 
own nationals and properties under 
Japanese control by treaty rizhts. 
That neither the Kellogg anti-war 
pact nor the nine-power treaty pro- 
tecting the sovereign rights of China 
have been violated. 
The Japanese summary at the out- 
set presents the viewpoint that the 
Lytton report distinctly favors the 
Chinese in numerous instances to the 
disadvantage of the Japanese, and 
contends that the document is filled 
with inaccuracies and misrepresenta- 
tions. 

“It is apparent on the face of the 
(Lytton) report that its findings are 
based on newspaper articles, letters 
of casual correspondents and private 
conversations, as well as authenticat- 
ed official material, and right of lnci-

Plan Favored by Chamber Head. 

“The president of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce. in his personal 
capacity, has gone.on record on vari- 
ous occasions for one variation of the 
voluntary domestic allotment plan.

“In Chicago, a slightly different 
plan which does not fulfill Governor 
Roosevelt’s Topeka specifications 
quite so completely has been advo- 
cated by a number of businessmen 
under the name of the Clair plan or 
minimum price plan. This plan. like 
the other. provides for a 
price with only the exportable sur- 
plus flowing at the world price. In 
this case, however. the price would 
be fixed by executive order. This 
scheme. because of its more nearly 
absolute price-fixing features, prob- 
ably will earn more downright oppo- 
sition from the old line marketing 
agencies than any of the others. An 
interesting technical detail of ,the 
Clair plan is the proposal to use the 
rural mail carriers and the local post- 
masters to ascertain and record each 
individual farmer’s production, and 
then to give to each individual farm- 
er certificates for that part of his 
individual production which is to be 
consumed inside the Unitéd States, 
So that he can receive the domestic 
price for his share. of the domeestic 
consumption and the world price on 
his surplus.

Company returns its propefties in two 
ways, placing a much higher valuation 
on itS return for rate-making  pur- 
poses than on the return filed for tax- 
ation purposes. 

The petition was filed by the law 
firm ‘of Camp, Savage & Crawford, of 
which city Assistant City Attorney 
Jack Savage is a member. 

The lengthy petition sets out that 
the $1.50 rate for the first 10 kilo- 
watt hours is far excess of any 
charged in any. er community, 
pointing out that the nearest rate is 
$1.16, charged in New Orleans, and 
the lowest, 55 cents, charged in 
Omaha. 

Valuation Basis Hit. 

In connection with the returns, the 
petition states: : 

“The Georgia Power Company re- 
turns its properties in two ways, 
namely, for the purpose of taxation 
by the state of Georgia, and for rate- 
matting purposes. While both of these 
statements purport to speak the truth, 
there is a tremendous discrepancy in 
the respective valuations. he valu- 
ations placed upon the properties for 
rate-making purposes are many mil- 
lions of dollars in excess of the valu- 
ation for tax purposes. This is in- 
equitable and unjust, both to the con- 
sumers of electrical current and to the 
treasury of the state of Georgia, and 
these two valuations should be recon- 
ciled.” 

The labor petition further recites 
that the Georgia Power Company is 
a subsidiary of the Commonwealth 
& Southern Company and charges that 
the Commonwealth company sells to

WAR DEBT ANSWER 


Hoover, However, Keeps 
Own Counsel on Official 
Attitude Toward Issue. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—(#)— 
In the face of steadily growing con- 
gressional opposition to war debt re- 
vision, suspension or cancellation, 
President Hoover today marshalled, 
but kept silent upon, his answer to 
that thorny problem. . 

Shifting concentration temporarily 
from his drive for reduced expendi- 
tures—now feeling he can stash $550,- 
000,000 from appropriations — the 
president prepared for his Tuesday's 
exchange-of war debt proposals with 
President-elect Roosevelt. Pending 
this interchange, Mr. Hoover has de- 
clared himself “loath to proceed with 
recommendations to the congress. 

It was said at the White House to- 
night that Speaker Garner, vice presi- 
dent-elect, has been invited to attend 
the conference Mr. Hoover will have 
with members of congress Wednesday 
on debts. Under present plans, 
though, he will not sit in the Tuesday 
talks. 

Mr. Hoover today spent much of 
his time in the White House study, 
and in talk with a few of his friends 
and advisors concerning both the do- 
mestic and international situation. 

The chief executive is counting 
upon Mr. Roosevelt’s influence with 
democratie leaders on Capitol Hill, 
should they be able to reach common 
ground, both in his answer to fore:gn 
debtors’ requests for a suspension of 
December 15 payments and for a re- 
opening of deht negotiations. 

Also the more immediate reply to 
Great Britain's note suggesting such 
action almost certainly will be de- 
layed until the meeting of the presi- 
dent and the president-elect. Similar 
proposals, in the form of memoranda 
from France and Belgium, will not 
require an immediate answer. 

Meanwhile, as more and more sen- 
ate and house leaders converged upon 
the capital, there came iterated state- 
ments against any moratorium exten- 
sion or a revival of the war debt com- 
mission. This would leave open only 

a demand for the December 15 pay- 
sueniancads open and shut stand of 
payment or default.

The half was over. Georgia was leading Auburn, 7 to 0. 
The greatest upset of the year was in the making. 

Auburn coaches led their team from the field. 
no place where absolute privacy could be had. 
and Chet Wynne spied a large bus. 

In it they put eleven football players, the eleven who were 
going back in to either come from behind to beat Georgia or 
lose the chance at the Southern conference title. 

It was a curious situation—eleven football players 
seated in the bus like so many school children in a 
schoolroom at their desks.

Industrial production, including both 
manufactures and mining, was 10 per 


cent larger in September than in 
August. 

The federal reserve board so re- 
ported today in its final review for 
September, adding that sharp _in- 
creases in physical output in the 
recent months had been largely con- 
centrated in the textile : :4 leather 
industries but in September included 
meat packing products, steel and coal. 

Reviewing the business slump, the 
board said: 

“In the period of reduced activity 
the output of durable goods has fal- 
len much’more rapidly than the out- 
put of goods in the lighter industries. 
This happened in 1920-21, in 1924 and 
has been especially pronounced in the 
present depression. 

“From the high point of 1929 manu- 
facturing output as a whole has fal- 
len about one-half. The output of 
durable goods, however, has fallen by 
about three-fourths while in other in- 
dustries the decline, except for a few 
months in the past summer, has been 
less than one-fourth.”
